There will be no further investigation by 
the United States Grand-jury, at least in 
this Federal district, and the matter has 
been as good as dropped by United States 
District Attorney Clopton and his assist- 
ants, 

The Pog-Dispatch has learned that a let- 
ter was received at District Attorney Clop- 
tons office from the office of Judge Har- 
mon, Attorney-General! of the United States, 
stating that all of the evidence and payers 
in the case had been turned over to Chair- 
man Wm. R. Morrison of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, with instructions to 
investigate the matter and take action if it 
is found the interstate commerce law has 
been violated. 

This probably means that nothing will 
ever be done by the United States Govern- 
ment with the combine or the men respons- 
ible for its organization.
